CARRAN ZA AFTER 
CANTU’S POWERS 


Rececutiin of Ban on All 
Asiatics Brings Breach, 


Lower California ° Governor 
Object of Attack. 


Decree Issued to Protect His 
People Repudiated. 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

EL CENTRO, Oct. 27.—Carranza 
has called Gov. Cantu’s hand. The 
President of the republic of Mex- 
ico has announced to the Governor 
of Lower California that the re- 
public's laws are in effect in ‘every 
State in Mexico and that no Gov- 


trary to the law of the land. It 
is the fifst open break between 


Cantu and Carranza and is re- 
garded along the border as an in- 
dication that Cantu’s power and 
popularity in his State and his 
friendliness with the American gov- 
ernment has aroused the _ First 
Chief's jealousy. 


ASIATIC PROBLEM. 


The occasion is the revocation of 
Gov. Cantu’s proclamation barring 
all Asiatics from Lower California. 
Several weeks ago the Governor, 
acting tn preserve order in his State 
and with the primary purpose of 
protecting the Igboring men and 
small land-owners of the State, 
barred Asiatics. According to the 
Mexico City advices received at 
Mexicali, an emphatic protest was 
made to the Carranza government 
by China. It is claimed that the 
Chinese Minister in Mexico City has 
demanded that thé Mexican govern- 
ment live up to its constitution. 
-Letters received here by hizh of- 
ficials of the Mexican government 
from President Carranza contain 
the information regarding the pro- 
test of the Chinese government. 
IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


Gov. Cantu, in issuing his proc- 
lamation barring Asiatics from 
Lower California, was prevailed on 
to do so by the rapidly increasing 
Chinese population which so 
censed the native Mexicans that ac- 
tion was demanded. At the time 
It was known that the proclamation 
was in direct violation of the Mex- 
Ican constitution, but Gov. Cantu, in 
doing so, followed the precedent of. 
the Governor of Sonora, 

The Mexican national constitution 
provides the peoples of all national- 
ities and all races freedom to enter 
Mexico unrestricted by racial dis- 
criminatory laws. Three hundred 
and fifty Chinese in bond at San 
Francisco, awaiting settlement of 
the Asiatic question, are under- 
stood to have hurried the protest 
to the Chinese government. 

_ What action Gov. Cantu will take 
ils problematigal but it is thought he 
will be forc@d to bow to the dic- 
tates of Mexico City.

In reply to Attorney Dad- 
mun’s question, Mr. Ingraham stated 
that L. J. Rice, former cashier, had 
drawn a check on Williams’s per- 
sonal account for money with which 
to make up the difference between 
the bank’s expenses and earnings 
during the half-year period. The 
amount drawn was approximately 
between $200 and $300, the witness 
said, while maintaining that his 
memory of the amount might be 
at fault. 

United States Attorney Palmér 
used the testimony to introduce evi- 
dence purporting to show that at 
that time, when the bank was using 
Williams’s money to meet a deficit, 
it was declaring dividends. 

Search of records revealed that fn 
spite of the bank’s losses, dividends 
were declared in December, 1916, 
but that $5700 of this dividend was 
returned to the bank funds by the 
stockholdera, A deposit slip showed 
this return was credited to Wil- 
liams’s persona) account.

BOLSHEVISTIC ELEMENT IN 
THIS COUNTRY SMALL, BUT

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

LINCOLN, (Neb.) Oct. 27.—Maj.- 
Gen. Leonard Wood, as the principal 
speaker at the Roosevelt memorial 
meeting here tonight, recounted 
reminiscences of the former Presi- 
dent’s life as a political leader and 
as a man in military life. 

“In politics,” said Gen. Wood, 

“Roosevelt was the most domi- 
nant figure in recent history, an 
impelling force in civic duties; 
as a military man he was the 
most subordinate of subordina- 
tes. He believed in the strenu- 
ous life and after he ac- 
cepted the nomination for the 
Vice-Presidency, thrust upon 
him in opposition to his wishes, — 
he wrote me he felt he had gone 
into partial retirement and 
taken the veil. His domestic 
policy was always firm, always 
of high standing.’ 
Gen. Wood said Col. Roosevelt 
had an understandable policy on the 
question of labor. It was that labor 
was free to organize and at the same 
time equally free not:to organize. 

Gen. Wood referred to Roosevelt's 
abhorrence of Bolshevism and the 
red flag, and added that while this 
country had been busy putting out 
the fires in other countries it had 
allowed a great deal of smoke to 
accumulate in its own cellar. The 
Bolshevistic element in this coun- 
try, Gen. Wood continued, was small 
but very dangerous.

The wholesale fruit and vegetable 
markets were the next places vis- 
ited, and in one of these markets 
sweet potatoes were selling at 2 
cents a pound, and the housewife 
pays as high as 16 cents a pound in 
some parts of town. Somewhere 
between the wholesale market and 
the family market basket, this 16 
cents is consumed. - Large melons, 
such as the housewtie pays the very 
fancy prices for, were selling so low 
that most of the party were tempted 
to take some home. But these are 
wholesale markets, and the house- 
wife cannot avail herself of this op- 
portunity to buy good food at very 
low rates. 

A wholésale market sells, only in 
large quantities, so that to under- 
stand how our food is brought to us 
it is necessary to visit what is called 
farmers’ markets. Gansevort Mar- 
ket ts one of the farmers’ markets, 
where the local farmer drives in 
with his load and sells to some com- 
mission house or speculator, who in 
turn selis it in smaller lots to the 
man with whom the housewife must 
deal because she buys in such 
small lots.

Retailers Refusing to Raise 
Price Refused Supply.

Evidence of Hoarding. 


The direct charge that the pres- 
ent shortage of sugar here is due to 
the action of refiners in refusing 


supplies to retailers who declined to 


put up the price to consumers was 
made yesterday by local grocers. 
One of the principal dealers in 
Staples in the city declared yester- 
day that there is plenty of sugar 
in storage warehouses, but that it 
is not for sale‘ to any grocer who 
sells at the ll-cent figure fixed by 
the government. 

“Had we complied with the 
wishes of the sugar men and raised 
our price to 12 or 13 cents.” he 
said yesterday, “we would not have 
experienced the slightest difficulty 
in securing all the sugar we desired. 
It is because of the firm stand ‘of 
a few of the larger merchants in 
keeping the price down that the 
present ‘famine’ was forced upon us. 
We have conclusive proof that there 
is an abundance of sugar in this 
section, but because of the low 
price, it is being held back.” 

The retailer requested that. for 
obvious reasons his name be with- 
held. He said that there had been 
previous fights between the manu- 
facturers or the jobbers and -the 
retailers. The most recent was Le- 
tween the shortening manufacturers 
and the retail grocers. In this, he 
said, the manufaeturers had won 
because the dealers did not have a 
sufficient supply on hand with which 
to fight. se 
The Federal grand jury will be- 
gin an inquiry into the local sugar 
situation on Friday. United States 
District AttornevsO’Connor said yes- 
terfay that no evidence of hoarding 
by refiners or: jobbers has come to 
his attention, although the matter 
has been under investigation for a 
month. He thinks that increased 
consumption and a partial failure 
of. the harvest are mainly respon- 
sible, together with the fact that 
much of the Cuban crop has been 
sold to Furope and that of the Phil- 
ippines to Japan.

Fresno Editer’s Strong Plea 
for League of Nations. 


Federal Constitution, 


Explains Disputed Points in 
Terms of Covenant. 


Likening the League of Nationrc 
to the Constitution of the United 
States, which, he asserts, Was not 
cons‘dered a satisfactory document 
at the outset, Chester Rowell, editor 
of the Fresno Republican, made an 
jMuminating address before members 
of the local branch of the League 
to Enforee Peace at the City Club 


rooms last night. 

“Not a State in the Union wanted 
the Constitution of the United States 
as it was first submitted.” Mr. Rowell 
Jeclared, “but they finally agreed on 
it. It was adopted with certain res- 
ervations, but the reservations were 
put in afterward, just as the reser- 
vations in the League of Nations 
should be put in afterward. 

“Everybody could have written a 
better Constitution, but nobody else 
would have agreed to it, and that’s 
the “axe with the League of Nations. 
England stands up and argues that 
it isn’t adequate. Over here we are 
told that it goes much too far. Per- 
sonaily, | don’t care how many res- 
ervations the Senate puts in, so longs 
as they are foolish reservations.” 

Speaking of Shantung, Mr. Rowell 
explained that as compensation for 
going into the war with France and 
England lone before this country 
thought of taking part in the strug- 
gle Japan made an arrangement 
whereby she was to have Germany’s 
ninety-nine-year lease in Shantune. 
“As to Shantung, the province has 
not been annexed to Japan,”’ the 
spealer said, “and we do not guar- 
antee it. Without the League of Na- 
tions. it will be nobody's business 
what Japan does in China, but I have 
a suspicion that Japan is planning 
to get out of China. and if she does 
she. will lead England and France 
out of there too, requiring them tv 
release their hold upon certain privi- 
leges, and leaving China absolutely 
free which is the thing every nation 
would probably like to see. 

‘This country guarantees only the 
territorial integrity and political in- 
dependence of a country against ex- 
ternal aggression. In the event of 
oppression, a war against Japan by 
China possibly could not be construed 
as outside aggression.” 

Mr. Rowell explained the point re- 
garding the failure of the Peace 
‘Conference to give Treland her free- 
fom br pointing ont that Poland got 
fher freedom because Poland was 
really a dieputed territory in the 
war, while Ireland was not. He 
says that if the United States had 
dragged Irish rights into the confer- 
ence Japar. would Iikely have 
trumped back with an amendment 
regarding immigration which might 
have flooded Sonthern California 
with little brown men. 

Speaking of the iikelihood of the 
League of Nations being ratified by 
the Senate. Mr. Rowell pointed out 
that it has already traveled a consid- 
erable distance in the Senate, and 
closed by saying: 

“T have a great deal of confidence 
in the collective wisdom of men. 
even Senators.” 


CONSTITUTION CHANGE 
IS LEAGUE’S OBJECT. 


SCHOOL PROTECTIVE SOCIETY 
PLANS INITIATIVE AT AN- 
NUAL MEETING. 


meeting of the 
Piblic School Protective League 
Friday night in Symphony Hall, 
plans were made for the submission 
of an initiative amendment to the 
State Constitution at the general 
election of 1920, to provide that no 
form’ of vaccination, inoculation or 


medication shall be a condition prec- 
edent for admission of any pupil to 
a public or private school, college 
or university, or for the employ- 
ment of any person in any public or 
private employment. 

In discussing this proposed law, 
Dr. L. FB. Crutcher of Long Beach. 
president of the league, said: 

“The State Board of Health has 
issued e bulletin stating that 80 per 
cent. of the parents of California 
school children are opposed to the 
practice of vaccination, yet in spite 
of this overwhelming number, per- 
sistent and unlawful attempts are 
made to secure the vaccination of 
there children. The work of the 
league in preventing these vaccina- 
tion raids by publicity or legal ac- 
tion is not a final determination of 
the problem, and it is with a view 
to securing the permanent protec- 
tion of the rights of schoo) children 
that the league will undertake to 
secure the passage of this constitu- 
tional amendment.” 

The reports at last night’s meef- 
ing showed the league in a flourish- 
ing condition with a membership 
throughout the State and offices at 
Los Angeles and San Francisco.

It is hereby made unlawful for any 
person willfully . to restrict the

and their part in aiding and abettirg the
